Fabric softener stains can occu 
in the washer or dryer. Tho 
from washer added softeners 
blue or grey in color, and ofte 
greasy. Stains fro 
dryer added softeners appear 
colorless oily spots. 

Fortunately, both types a 
rarely permanent and can 
removed by simply wetting th 
stained area and rubbing with ba 
soap. Rinse the fabire an 
launder. Check to be sure that th 
stain is removed an, if not, repea 
the procedure before dryer drying 
The heat of the dryer may set th 
stain. 

Fabric softener stains are 
generally caused by the misuse o 
product. Since products differ, it i 
important to know the types and 
how to use each correctly. Liquid

the wash cycle. Fabric softeners in 
sheet or packet form are used in 


the dryer. 


To avoid problems, never add a 
rinse added softener to the wash 
cycle with a detergent or any 
laundry aadditive. Staining occurs 
because the prducts react 
together. A rinse added softener 
should only be used in the rinse 
cycle and alone. Pouring un- 
diluted fabric softener directly 
onto a fabric can cause stains. 

For best results, softener should 
be diluted with one cup water; 
and even diluted, it should never 
be poured onto a ic. If a 
washer has ‘an automatic fabric 
softener dispenser, do nogdift the 
lid after the wash cycle. If the 
washer stops after the first spin, 
staining could occur since the 
fabric softener will be dispensed 
improperly. 


Overloading a dryer can cause 
staining because the fabric sof- 
tener cannot tumble freely. Con- 
versely, too small a load can 
create greasy stains. Add several 
bath towels. Stains also can occur 
when the softener is added after 
the dryer has started or when too 
high a heat setting used for syn- 
thetic or permanent press fabrics.
